HOW SENATOR IRBY FOUGHT A DUEL. 


Great Display of Cowardice at College 
by Wade Hampton’s Successor. 

Pirrssura, Pa,, Dec. 14.—[Special,]—The 

Cumberland (Md.) News prints editorially a 


remarkable story about United States Senator- , 


elect Irby. It says: 

The newly-elected Senator from South Carolina, 
John Laurens Manning Irby, was a student at 
Princeton College in 1870-1871. A dispute arose 
between him and a fellow-student over a trifling 
matter, and, after being convinced that the stain 
upon his honor demanded satisfaction, he sent a 
challenge to the fellow-student: To the utter 
astonishment, horror, and dismay of Irby the 
challenge was accepted, and pistols were 
selected as the instruments of death. 
His young Sonthern blood was not nearly so 
hot wher the letter of acceptance was read and 
considered. Irby in his challenge had named his 
second, who does not reside more than a hundred 
miles from Cumberland. and he straightway took 
himself to the second for advice and consolation. 
During the conversation Irby intimated that duel- 
ing ‘was wrong, it was an evil that had grown up 
in the South and was not adapted to the New Jer- 
sey climate, and hinted at possible reans of es- 
cape, but the second would harken to none of it. 
Flight would be worse than death; flight there 
must not be, if the second had to take part him- 
self, and if he did Irby would be his subject. 

After no little argument the man who 60 short- 
ly before had been writhing and torturing under 
an honor blackened and disgraced by an insult 
from a Northerner, consented to appear upon the 
field of hoffor pravided the bullets would be ex- 
tracted from the cartridges before loading the 
weapons, Even then danger might perchance 
come from the powder. 

Early in the morning the party repaired to Pot- 
ter’s woods, and placing the combatants back to 
back the seconds instructed them. Though short 
of stature they both managed in ten paces to put 
enough ground between them to effectually re- 
move from the mind of the Senator in embryo all 
misgivings of us consequences from the 
powder. 

The word was given. “One” they wheeled,

Irby in obtaining the election to that high posi- 
tion were in any particular in keeping with those 
of the student Irby, then South Carolina has lost 
much by the defeat of the venerable soldier. 


TWO OF THE AKRON FIRE VICTIMS DEAD. 


Fatal Termination ofthe Birthday Party at 
the Collere. 

Axron, O., Dec, 14.—Lulu Steigmyer of 
Attica, O., and May Steves of Clifton Springs, 
N. Y., who were worst burned of the victims 
of the birthday party at the Buchtel College 
Saturday night, died early this morning. 


+ «‘Both-were burned almost beyond recogni- 


tion. Miss Steves was one of the most beauti- 
ful and most. popular students in the college. 


‘Not a spot on her body; except ‘the soles of her 


feet, éscapéd the fire, and when she was found 
in her room, after the mad rush of the burn- 
ing girls from the fourth story, she stood 
speechless, utterly destitute of clothing, with 
hands extended, bla¢kened and blistered, and 


-not until spoken to did she recover from her 


dazed condition. The parents of Miss Steigmyer 
arrived this morning, an hour after her death. 
Brief service was held in the college chapel 


this, afternoon and the remains were taken to 


Attica tonight, accompanied by her parents 
and four members of the freshman class. 
May Baker of Johnson’s Creek, N. Y., and 
Aurelia Wirick of Storm Lake, Ia., are the 
most seriously injured of the surviving mem- 
bers of the party, but physicians say there is 
no immediate danger. 

The fall term of college ends Thursday, but 
recitations will be abandoned and many young 
ladies are packing their trunks and hurrying 
from the city to get away from the scgne of 
the horror. 

‘The college halls were filled with the odor of 
burning flesh; and many young ladies fainted 
as they went about doing relief work. 


EMBEZZLER WOLFF TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. 


The Young Milwaukee Bookkeeper Prefers 
Death to a Felon’s Cell. 

Mruwavxer, Wis., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
Emil Wolff has killed himself. Yesterday it 
was discovered that he had embezzled . several 
thousand dollars from the wholesale millinery 
firm of P. A. Gross & Co., by whom he had 
been employed as bookkeeper and cashier for 
the last two yeats. After the first diseovery 
of a shortage in his accounts he left the store 
yesterday morning; and although detectives 
kept up a search for him all day no trace of 
him could be found. Yesterday his brother 
predicted that he would kill himself, as of late 
he had carried a revolver with him, evidently 
to be prepared when his shortages should be 
discovered. - 

This morning hifliféless body was found in 
an outhouse in the rear of his brother’s home, 
No. 671 Second avenue. He had killed him- 


self some time after midnight. He haa shot, 


himself as his brother predicted he would, the 
ball entering near his right temple. On his 
person were found three letters. In one ad- 
dressed to his employers he confessed to hav- 
ing embezzled $1,200, while the firm claims to 
have discovered a shortage of over $3,000 in 
his accounts for the last three months. in 
this letter he told how his false entries might 
easily be discovered and concluded by begging 
their pardon. In a letter to his brother he ad- 
mitted that wine and women had been his 
ruin, and he preferred death, he said, to dis- 


grace. The third letter was addressed to an. 


employé of the firm, to whom he intrusted 
the return of the revolver to Arthur Blust, 
Wolff was a single man, 26 years of age, and 
had been in the country but a few years.

DRUMMERS AND MILEAGE. 


COMPLAINT BY TRAVELING MEN OF 
AN ALLEGED UNJUST PRACTICE, 


—_— —-——— 


The Northwestern Association Will Inves- 
_ tigate—Charles W. Wilson's Letter to 
“The Tribune” Excites Comment—Con- 
ductors and Ticket Agents Deny State- 
ments Made—Thousand-Mile Tickets 
Which Are Said to Figure Up Only 950 
Miles After They Are Used, | 


In a communication printed in Tax Svun- 
pax Trisunz Charles W. Wilson, a, com- 
mercial traveler, complains of an alleged 
common imposition on the part of the rail- 
way companies, A scheme has been invented, 
he says, whereby the innocent, much-endur- 
ing man of saniples is stripped of his financial 
‘epidermis, so to speak. 

The latter part of the present month the 
N orthwestern Commercial Travelers’ Associa- 
tion will meet at the Palmer House. At that 
time the question will be brought up and an 
effort made to get the railway companies to 
correct the alleged abuses. The mileage 
books now in general use on the principal 
lines are designated as the means by which 
the druinmers are systematically defrauded of 
a large portion of their incomes. 

Mr, Wilson’s Story. 

According to Mr. Wilson’s story conductors 

collect coupon fare from two to five 


miles in excess of the distance traveled each 


trip when they tear it out of the mileage 
books. QOn his last book, containing 2,000 
miles in coupons, he says, .by reason of the 


conductors’ generosity to the company the 


distance traveled by him fell short fifty miles 
of the 2,000. 

Wilson’s communication created consider- 
able talk among traveling and railroad men 
yesterday. Scarcely a professional traveler 
was found but had a similar story to tell, and 
not a railroader was discovered but denied 
Wilson’s statement in its sweeping form, ad- 
mitting, however, that occasionally a mile ex- 
tra might_be torn off. 

Phil Orr, ticket agent at the Lake Shore 
and Rock Island Depot, said, when questioned 
on the point of overcharges: 

“That sort of'talk is all nonsense. The 
conductors do not collect more mileage than 
the distance traveled. Here is one of the 
Rock Island books and, you can see that the 
miles are numbered across the bottom from 
one to five. The conductor figures the dis- 
tance and tears off the exact mileage. Itis 
possible, but not at all likely, that he may pull 
the sheet too far and tear into the row of cou- 
pons above that which ought to be taken out. 
As to conductors doing this habitually, I re- 
peat the assertion is nonsensical.” ! 

Another Drummer’s Story. 

* Not so,” interjected a quiet-looking 
man who stood near the ticket window, “ you 
are wrong. The conductors always collect a 
full five miles for every trip of a shorter dis- 
tance. Over five they tear out the exact mile- 
age as near as may be. For a ride of less, 
even if it’s but a mile, five coupons are 
taken.”’ 

“* Well, it’s news to me,” returned Mr. Orr. 
_* T never heard of such a rule or such a prac- 
tice. 

The commercial traveler, whose name is J. 
G. Tillotson and who lives near Racine, ex- 
plained the causes for such overcharges as he 
understood them, ‘ 

“I saw that letter in Taz Trrsunz, ” he 
said; “ the writer is correct, and the practice 
is wrong. Sometimes the conductor 
tears off a greater mileage than he 


Should through imadvertence, but any 


“con ’ will tell you that fér a ride of less than 
five miles he tears clean across the ticket. 
This is the rule of the roaas. Each holder 
of a mileage book has to write his name, 
or a name resembling that, inside the cover 
on the back of the sheet 6f canceled coupons 
representing his ride. A namecannot be writ- 
ten on a bit of paper a quarter of an inch 
square, which is the size of a coupon, and the 
sheet is torn across to give space for the sig- 
nature. This rule doesn’t cut much of a fig- 
ure with the ordinary commercial traveler 
who makes long trips, visiting only the prin- 
cipal towns on the road, but it creates quite 
an item of expense to repfesentatives .of gro- 
cery houses, for instance, who have customers 
at every cfoss-roads and must take in every 
station along the line. This class of travelers 
might readily lose a dollar in mileage on ev- 
ery book by reason of the five-mile rule.” 

! What the Books Are Like. 

The mileage book which Mr. Orr displayed 
is well calculated to assist in making mis- 
takes. The rows of coupons are separated 
only by black lines, and the sheet of one thou- 
sand miles is unbroken and folded to the size 
of the covers. . The mileage is torn off against 
the cover of the book, which is a sort of 
‘* straight edge ’’ made for the purpose. The 
old-style book was made up in leaves, and the 
coupons were separated by perforated lines 
and easily detached. 

Conductor S. C. Nestling, who has carried 
the punch continuously for eleven years, first 
on the Northwestern and at present on the 
Rock Island, said Mr. Wilson was wrong in 
saying that. conductors habitually collected 
additional mileage. 

‘There is no yeason on earth why it should 
be done; there’s absolutely nothing in it for 
the conductor, if you put it.on purely mer- 
cenary ‘grounds, The only place I know 
where there is a regular overcharge is at the 
bridge from Rock Island to Davenport. The 
fare across is five cents, and when mileage 
books are handed up the practice is to tear 
out three coupons, or six cents. If two only 
were taken we would lose one cent. There 
may be times when a conductor’is hurried or 
when the train gives a sudden lurch that an 
extra mile may be torn out. But such occa- 
sions are rare,”’ 

** How about the practice of canceling five 
miles for all distances under?’’ 

**T never heard of such a practice or such a 
rule on either the Rock Island or Northwest- 
ern,’”’ replied Mr. Nestling. 

.“ No Such General Practice.” 


At the office of F. B. Northrup, ticket agent 


at the West Side Union Depot, mileage tickets 
over five railways are sold. Thesé are the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago, the Pan- 
Handle, Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
Chicago and Alton, and Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul. | | 

The assistant ticket agent said: ‘ Com- 

plaints are sometimes made by traveling men 
of an overcancellation of mileage, but there 
is no general practice in this direction pur- 
sued by the conductors. Their instructions 
are to collect for the mules traveled and no 
more.” 
‘Conductor L. M. Blakeslee of the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago was just stepping 
aboard his train when he was asked concern- 
ing Wilson's charges. 

“ They are not true,” replied he. “ We add 
to the last coupon on the ticket the distance 
to be traveled, and aim to tear off the mileage 
at the proper pout.” 

Mr. James Chariton, General Passenger 
Agent of the Chicago and Alton, said that on 
his road thousand-mile tickets were in book 
form with perforations forone mile detacha- 
ble. Mr. Charlton had heard of no complaint 
on the Western Division, where 1,000 tickets 
are mostly used, remarking pleasantly that he 
never knew it possible to beat a drummer out 
of anything. If the conductor had not torn 
off enough it would not be remarkable, con- 
sidering the pleasant relations usually existing 
eetween drummers and conductors. Mr.

WILL LAY THE BLAME ON THE DOCTORS. 


Defense of a Washingten ., Man 
Charged with Murder. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 14.—[Special.]—A 
murder trial which engages a large list of 
counsel from public life is now in progress in 
the courts of the District of Columbia. Frank 
Ward established a large and prosperous dairy 
business here, with branches all over the city, 
and with the backing of W. W. Corcoran was 
on a fair way to fortune. He became warmly 
interested in the Presidential campaign of 
1884, and bet heavily on the success of the 
Republican ticket. From that period 
he grew reckless in his business 
methods and his personal habits. He became

involved in financial difficulties; was sold out, 


and in a barroom shot a young Hebrew named 
Max Adler in the neck with a small caliber 
pistol, the ball lodging near the spinal cord 
and producing paralysis from the head down- 
wards. Notwithstanding the serious nature 
of the wound young Adler lived for months, 
attended by the best medical aid that could be 
secured, Ward and his friends persuaded the 
family of the injured young man to permit 
them to call in, in consultation, Dr. Agnew of 
Philadelphia, _ one of Garfield’s phy- 
sicians.

- BOLDIERS LEAVE PINE RIDGE AGEN- 


CY¥ TO MEET THE INDIANS. 


An Engagement Between the Troops and 
the Hostiles Likely to Occur—The Reds 
_ Apply the Torch to Hay-Stacks—Reports 
of Another Battle Received at Army 
Headquarters in Chicago—Gen. Miles 
Leaves for the West. 
Pivxz Rives Acency, S. D., Dec. 14.— 
[Special.]—The Seventh Cavalry from here’ 


and thé Sixth and Eighth from Fort Meade, 


Rapid City, and Oelrichs will start for the 
Bad Lands tonight or early in the morning, 
and a fight with the hostiles seems inevitable. 
The Sixth Cavalry consists of 500 or 600 men. 
Accompanying these will be 250 infantry un- 
der Capt. Wells of Oetrichs, and 300 State 
militia under M. H. Day. ‘The day 


guard has been doubled and the night 


pickets quadrupled here. Just before 
taps sounded in camp last night great sheets 
of light were seen in the northwest in the di- 
rection of the Bad Lands. The light spread 
until it extenaed for a distance of two’ miles 
along the horizon. This morning a scout 
brought word to Gen. Brooke that the light 
was made by burning long rows of hay-stacks 
and was the signal that the hostiles had de- 
termined irrevocably to start on the warpath, 
and that all the Indians who did not join them 
would hereafter be dogs and enemies. The 
scout also reported the hostiles constantly be- 
ing reinforced and no desertions occurred, ex- 
cept Two Strike and a few followers. 


A dispatch received at army headquarters 
yesterday from Battle Creek, S. D., stated that 
a letter had just been received by a courier 
from Capt. Wells at the mouth of French 
Creek stating that a fight had occurred there 
Dec. 12 between twenty citizens and a roam- 
ing band. of Sioux. Five Indians were re- 
ported killed, but the loss of the whites was 
not given. 

A dispatch from Gen. Brooke said that re- 
porta received by him on the night of the 13th 
showed a decidedly hostile intent on-the part 
of the Indians in the Bad Lands. He feared 
that the collision between some citizens and 
the Indians had turned the seale. The dispatch 
further stated that some couriers sent out to 
the camp of Two Strike were expected to. re- 
turn soon with further information. a 

Information from Fort Bennett goes to. show 
that the Indians at Cherry Creek Agency. are 
greatly excited, and that under the leadership 
of Big Foot they are keeping up the ghost 
dance. The Indians’ excitement is increased 
by the report that bands of Sioux from Rose- 
bud and Pine Ridge are moving in the direc- 
tion of Cherry Creek. 

Capt. Ewers, in a private letter from Fort 
Bennett, says that Hump, Iron Shieid, and

The Indians in Mexico Affected with the 
Messiah Craze. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Dec. 14.—Luis Del Com- 
mun of Cholulu, Pueblo, Mexico, was in the 
city today.en route to Chicago. In an inter- 
view tonight he said the Aztec Indians of Mex- 


‘| ico are afflicted with a Messiah craze very sim- 


ilar to that which is disturbing the Indians in 
the Dakotas. All the Aztec tribes scattered 
throughout Mexico are, said Luis Del Com- 
mun, believers in the prophesied Messiah ex- 
pected to appear and free them from the 
foreign conquerors and restore them to 
their domain and their pristine glory. 
At. Cholulu are the ruins of an old Aztec 
temple. This is the Mecca of the believers in 
the Messiah and there: are now encamped 
about it hundreds of Aztecs who are engaged 
in performing all sorts of mysterious religious 
rites. Of these rites of old a human sacrifice 
was a part, accompanied with a flower-dance. 
The sacrifice has beem done away with and 
now only the dance remains. , 

The Aztec prophecy is very like that which 
is believed in by the Sioux. ~~ e Messiah will 
cause the Voleano Popocatapetl to erupt and 
overwhelm the country.with lava, which will 
destroy all but the Aztecs. 


LIFE IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT.

When he returned-he began the work of analyz- 
ing such beets as were obtainable, whether they 
were sugar-beets or only tie common kind. Two 
years ago he began the cultivation of beets at the 
experiment station attached to the State Uni- 
versity, with the object of ascertaining whether a 
sugar-beet with a paying quantity of saccharine 
matter could be raised in this vicinity. In all his 
analyses he placed the line of presale culture at 
12 pet cent. If the beets yielded 12 per cent or 
more of sugar boned were counted profitable; 
if less, unprofitable. His experiments 
at the station encouraged him to make more ex- 
tended experiments in various parts of the State, 
and seed was distributed to leading farmers in 
every county of Nebraska with careful instruc- 
tions regarding the preparation of the soil, the 
planting, the culture, and the harvesting. The 
reports from these farmers, together with the 
analyses of the products, were most encouraging, 
and last spring over 600 pounds of seed were sent 
out for further experiments. Ofthe beets raised 
this year over 500 samples were analyzed. The 
work of making the analysis began,in the latter 
pore of August and is continuing at this time. 
he earlier work shows a much less per cent of 
eee than the latter, as the beets were then not 
fully matured. Soil that produced but 3 per cent 
beets in August reported beets that run from 
15 to_18 per cent im October and Novem- 
ber. Prof. Nicholson said today that more 
than 80 per cent of the beets analyzed 
by him this season have exceeded the 12 per cent 
line, While a majority had gone over 15 per cent, 
and fully one-third had produced 20 per cent. 
One remarkable sample was.sent in by W. C. 
O’Conner, a farmer living near Harrison, Sioux 
County, that showed 23.2 per cent, the richest 
in the history of sugar-beet culture. Both Prof. 
Nicholson and Commissioner Jenkins in

thus far made in Nebraska show conclusively that 
the soil and climate of this State are preéminent-

SUDDEN DEATH OF E. H. BRODHEAD. 


The Milwaukee Bank President Passes 
Away at the Age of 81 Years. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 14.—{Special.]—E. H. 
Brodhead, President of the’First National Bank 
of Milwaukee, died at 3 o'clock this morning at 
his residence, corner of Juneau avenue and Astor 
street. Although 81 years'of “age Mr.) Brodhead 
had been active in his business affairs up to 
within a few days ago, having been at the bank 
Tuesday. Wednesday he had a cataract removed 
from one of his eyes. The operation told on his 
system, and he failed gradually until death re- 
lieved him this morning. 

[Mr. Brodhead was one of Milwaukee’s million-.” 
aires, his investments being largely i in Milwaukee 
real estate, besides his interest in the bank of 
which he had been President for the last twenty- 
seven years. He was a native of New York State, 
having been born in 1809. At the age of 21 he 
began a course of study in engineering at est 
Point. 1832 he began active work asa civil 
engineer in the construction of the Ithaca and 
Oswego railroad,the second railroad in the State 
of New York. After following his profession for 
pwenty years in the t he removed to Wisconsin 
in 1852 to become chief engineer of the Milwaukee 
and Prairie du Chien railroad, the first railroad 
built across the State. In 1857 he permanently 
retired from engineering, at which time he had be- 
come a ras stockholder in the Farmers’ and Mill- 
ers’ Bank of Milwaukee. Withthe mer of the 
bank into the First National in 1363 he ame its 
President, a position he had since held. From 
1871 to 1875 he was a member of the Board of Water 
Commissioners i was its President during the 
last two years. During the years of the Rebellion 
he was President of the War Committee, the most 
efficient instrumentality of those times for raisi 
troops. He took an active partin the sani- 
tary war work, giving liberally of his means and 
devoting much of his time to 9 zones of suffer- 
ing soldiers. He was one of the Wisconsin State 
Sanitary Committee that visited the scene of suf- 
fering after the battle of Pittsburg Landing. Of 
this committee the lamen Gov. Harvey was a 
member. He was drowned in the Tennessee River 
asthe party was on itsreturn. Mr. Brodhead 
was one of the friends on whom fell the sorrowful 
task of remaining behind to recover the remains. 
Mr. Brodhead had a great fancy for trotting 
horses and has a fine stable in Milwaukee. He 
nah no family, his wife having died some years 
ago.

CALVIN $ BRICE’S RESIDENCE. 

The residence of Calvin $ Brice still remains 
in doubt.

It is ,time for him to come forward 
and state categorically where he lives. If he 
hives in Lima, O., as the enumerator there was 
given to wnderstenil, then it is time that he 
makes restitution to the county for the thou- 
sands of dollars he dwes it. If he lives in New 
York City, as the enumerator there was given 
to understand, then he is ineligible as a Sena- 
tor from Ohio, for the Constitution provides: 
**No person-shall be a Senator who shall not 
have attained to the age of 30 years and been 
nine years a citizen of the United States, and 
who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant 
of that State for which he shall be chosen.” 
He cannot go as a Senator from Ohio if he 
lives in New York. If he lives in Ohio, then he 
must pay his taxes and arrears like a good 
citizen, Double enumeration will not work. 
It is time for him to face the music, and if he 
is a legitimate Senator from Ohio then he has 
all the privileges of a citizen of that State, 
among them the unappreciated but all the 
same necessary privilege of paying his tax 
bills. Superintendent Porter willdo a good 
job of work if he definitely locates: Calyin $ 
Brice. ‘This “now you see him and now you 
don’t” is getting,tiresome. 


FREE COINAGE AND COLLAPSE. 
The New York Evening Post says that free 


the demonetization of gold, and “‘ it. would not 
be accomplished in this country, without the 
most tremendous financial c the world 
has ever seen.”’

Before the act could be got in opera- 
tion there would be a grand collapse in the 
walues of these properties, due to the general 
pressure to sell, and a corresponding inflation 
in prices of nearly everything else that would 
have to be bought with money on the silver 
basis.

THE FARMER NEEDS MORE MARKETS. 

In his address at the meeting of the Illinois 
State Grange last week President Thompson 
said: 

We Western farmers cannot see that, as a class, 


weare benefited by atariffon farm products. 
One doliar per bushel on corn will not raise the 


price per bushel at home one cent. The tariff on | 


hay does not raise our selling price a farthing, 
but oftentimes operatesas an injury to the farmer. 
When our crop is short we not only have the ad- 
vanced price on account of the shortage to pay, 
but the tariff added on the imported hay. 


This shows that when Maj. McKinley told 
the Western farmers that he was doing great 
things for them by putting up the duties on 
wheat and corn, which are not imported into 
this country, they did not believe him. They 
did not take off their hats and thank him for 
his generosity. They did not suffer their at- 
tention to be drawn away from the higher 
duties he was sticking on their clothing and 
their household utensils, They had no fears 
of Russian, Indian, or Argentine cereals rush- 
ing into the United States and competing 
with the products of the Western prairies. 
Therefore they went to the pulls last month 
and put on record their opinion of McKinley 
and his bill. | 

But when it comes to telling the farmers 
what will benefit them Mr. Thoimnpson shows 
none of the insight that marks some of his ut- 
terances. He wanders off into the swamps 
and sloughs, and recomménds the free coin- 
age of silver and other financial vagaries, the 
adoption of which would put the farmers in a 
worse state than they arein now. What the 
farmer needs is not the issuance of depreci- 
ated ®shinplasters but more and better mar- 
kets. He cannot, like the manufac turers, form 
a trust and limit production. He cannot 


dismiss his hands and shut up the farm for a 


month or so till consumption overtakes pro- 
duction. ‘Dependent on the uncertainties of 
the weather, he sets out in the spring to- raise 


as big a crop as he can, not knowing whether 
he will fill his gradaries to overflowing. or 
_whether his fields will be sterile from drought. 


If he and his neighbors have abundant ~har- 
vests, they need imperatively purchasers for 
all they raise, for if anyth'ug is left on ‘their 
hands for lack of demand the selling value of 
their entire crops is lowered. . 

It is astonishing that Mr. Thompson does 
not see this and does not appreciate the efforts 
now making by Mr. Biaine to secure for the 
Western farmers better markets in Latin- 
America for their flour and pork. If he can 
get the nations of the Southern Hemisphere 
to remove those oppressive duties which have 
prevented hitherto their people from eonsum- 
ing American farm products except to a 
limited extent—and everything indicates that 
he will succeed in his task—thtee barrels of 
flour and three pounds of meat will go to 
Latin-America where. one barrel and one 
pound go now. Then those surpluses of 
breadstuffs which remain on the farmer’s 
hands will find a market, and he will get more 
for every bushel of wheat and corn he raises. 

The home market is his already, and no in- 
crease of the currency to $50 or $100 or any 
other sum per capita will add to the consump- 
tive power of that market. If the coinage of 
silver were free there would be no more pork 
or flour consumed in the United States than 
now. But Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity policy will 
increase the quantity of those articles con- 
sumed in Latin-America and thus relieve tne 
Western farmer by giving him more mouths 
to feed. The Grange anc its Presidentshowed 
ignorance of the true needs of the farmer 
when, instead of indorsing Mr. Blaine, they 
went chasing off after free coinage of silver. 


PARNELL LOSING GROUND. 

Notwithstanding. his large and turbulent 
meetings at Dublin and Cork it is apparent 
that Mr. Parnell is losing ground in Ireland. 
He is beginning to appreciate the fact him- 
self. His meetings in Kilkenny have been 
failures. His bid for the votes and support of 
the Cork workingmen is a confession of weak- 
ness on his part. He feels that the farmers 
will not back him. He falls back on the town 
workingmen and endeavors to excite a class 
war in sustainment of his pretensions. Un- 
fortunately for him, but fortunately for his 
country, the ‘farmers are a majority in nearly 
all the nationalist constituencies outside of 
Dublin and Cork. The farmers’ sons and the 
traders are a majority in Cork. The first pop- 
ular verdict on the question of Mr. Parnell’s 
leadership is to be pronounced by a farming 
constituency, and one of the most conserva- 
tive in Ireland outside of Ulster. On that ver- 
dict depends Mr. Parnell’s future and the im-

He will 
leave nothing undone, in North Kilkenny to 
win. He has blunderedjin his candidate, itis 
true. The man and the name are not popular. 
But he is wealthy and money will count in the 
preliminary: canvass.

Parnell has been well and discreetly managed. 
The opposing candidate Hennessy has been be- 
fore the community for a month—and with Mr. 
Parnell’s approval, He has made a canvass. 

He is an able man and a splendid fighter, as

Of this a little more than half is national, the 
rest bemg provincial and municipal.

This includes the grandiose Inter- 
oceanic line project for a stretch of 1,000 
miles of rails which does‘not threaten to soon 
become a charge on the Treasury. Dr. Plaza, 
the special financial agent for the Argentine 
Government, whois new in London, is re- 
ported to suggest that the difficulty can be 


met successfully if the drain of money from 
his country can be suspended for about two 


years, and thatieither a special lodn be ar- 
ranged in London for the service of the debt 
or that the payment of coupons falling aus in 
that interval be postponed. 

The point of greatest interest to American 
readers is the claim by Dr. Plaza that his 
Government is willing and even anxious to 


| meet the debt, but cannot contend with a big | 


gold premium. If each dollar of its currency 
were good for the payment of a dollar of debt 
there would be no trouble, but when the cur- 
rency of Europe demands nearly four times 
the same nominal amount in Argentine cur- 
rency the task of payment is a hopeless one. 
The case is one of currency rather than of 


‘solvency. The 6,000,000 people of that coun- 


try might be able to pay $2.67 per head next 
year; but cannot pay nearly $1l each within 
the next twelve months, though their currency 
be as plentiful as water. It will neither pay 
foreign indebtedness nor buy goods at home 
except at the gold rate of about 25 cents on 
the dollar. 

The Farmers’ Alliance people in this coun- 
try who have got the fiat craze may read be- 
tween the lines of this statement what would 
soon be the outcome of their scheme to flood 
the United States with paper money if their 
‘“‘demand ” were granted. It may be said the 
cases are not parallel, as the Argentine in- 
debtedness is mostly to’ Europe, while we 
should be able to command the situation at 
home and pay our way among ourselves with- 
out the necessity of buying much from the 
foreiguers except tea, coffee, tobacco, rubber, 
and a few spices. But one comprehensive 
fact is sufficient to upset that. idea. The Eu- 
ropean investments of capital in the United 
States are estimated to be a fourth 
larger than the total issue of $1,650,000,000 
which is propos to be made as a 
starter for bringing up our circulation to $50 
per capita. Butif that amount were to be 
manufactured in sufficiently low denomina- 
taons to be of use for the making of small pur- 
chases by the people it would take several 
years to fill the bill, while the first advices that 
we had decided on such an addition would be 
responded to by orders from. Europe to retire 
the whole of its invested capital .as quickly as 
possible. The foreign investors. would want 
their pay in gold, and make haste to get hold 
of it before the change in the situation would 
oblige them to take their pay in an irredeem- 
able currency. The result could not fail to be 
an enormous depression in the values of all 
those properties and a bigger scarcity of 
money than has ever ‘been dreamed of by the 
The country would be 
drained dry. 


THE GREEDY GLASSWARE MEN. 

A Pittsburg dispatch says: 

The pressed glassware trade is in a bad condi- 
tion according to reports received at the monthly 
meeting of the Western Flint Glass Association. 
The elections and Anti-Lottery billare ascribed as 
the causes for the depression of trade, The actu- 
ary stated that until November the trade was in 
exceilent condition, but it suddenly fell away to 
nothing. Nine houses have cl down since 
Nov. 1, and more in this section dre about to fol- 
low suit. ¢ 

For some reason or other the McKinley 


bill has not done for this industry what it was 


expected it would. The old duty on pressed’ 


glass was 40 per cent ad vaiorem. By the 
present law it is 60 per cent. The duty was 
raised because the glassmakers said they 
were unable to compete with the cheap labor 
of Europe. They got what they asked for and 
yet the importations of pressed glass continue, 

The elaborate report on glassmaking in the 
census of 1880 shows that of the total cost of 
production of ‘pressed glass 41 per cent was 
for raw materials, leaving 59 per cent to 
cover wages and all other items. If the Amer- 
ican manufacturer is protected to the tune of 
60 per cent not only is he compensated for 
any difference in the wages paid by him and 
his foreign ‘competitor, but he gets a protec- 
tion more than equal to all the wages paid by 
him. As the American manufacturer’s fuel 
is much cheaper and better, as most of his 
raw materials cost less or nO more, and as he 
is at a disadvantage only because he pays 
more for chemicals, it is difficult to see why he 
cannot make a very good living or what: ex-’ 
cuse there is for the closing of mills. 

These people bay that the élec tion has hurt 
if that had an to do with the 
use of glassware. That which has injured 
them has been their own greed, No sooner 
did they see that the new Tariff bill was going 
to pass than they, like the other glass men, 
began shoving up prices, That has reduced 
consumption, as it does always, and now the 
pressed-glass men find there is a lessened de- 
mand for their wares and that they are not 
going to get rich as suddenly as they thought 
they were. So they close theit mills and 
dismiss their workingmen. Here is another
